ort others by wholſom do&trine, 


erſaries to the truth 3 and further, 
hat the people ( by daily hear- 
g of holy Scripture read in the 
hurch ) might continually profit 
ore and more in the knowledge 
f God, and be the more inflamed 
ith the love of his true Reli- 
ON. | 
But theſe many years paſſed, this 
odly and decent Order of the an- 
ient Fathers hath been ſo altered,

ny years, hath been read in Latin to 
the people, which they underſtand 
not 3 ſo that they have heard with 
their ears onely , and their heart , 


ſpirit, and mind have riot been edi- |- 


ed thereby. And furthermore,not- 
withſtanding that the ancient Fa- 
thers have divided the Pſalms into 
ſeven pottiotis, whereof every one 
was called a Nofturn: Now of late 
time a few of them have been _ 
ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. 
Moreover,the number and hardneſs 
of the Rules called the Pie, and the 
manifold changings of the Service 
was the cauſe, that to turn the Book 
onely was ſo hard and intricate 4 
matter, that many times there was 
more buſineſs to find out what 
ſhould be read, then to read it when 

it was found out. ” . 
Theſe inconveniences thetefore 
conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an 
Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be 
redreſſed.

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or that purpoſe, which is plain and 
eafie to beunderftood 3; wherein ( fo 
much as may be ). the reading of 
holy Scripture 1s ſo fet forth, that *all - 
things ſhall be done in oxder, with-.

Yet,becauſe there is no remedy,but 
that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome 
Kules ; therefore certain Rules are 
here ſet forth , which,as they are few 
in number,ſo they are plain and eaſie 
to be underſtood, So that here you 
have an Order for Prayer, and for 
the reading of the holy Scripture, 
much agreeable to the mind and 
purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a 
great deal more profitable and com- 
modious,then that which of late was 
uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe 
here areleft out many things, where- 
of ſomegre untrue, ſome uncertain, 
ſome vain and ſuperſtitious; and no- 
thing is ordained to be read, but the 
very pure word of God, the holy 
Scriprures,or that which is agreeable 
to the ſame; and that in ſuch a lan- 
guage and order, as is moſt eaſie and 


he readers and hearers. It 1s alk 
more commodious, both for the 
ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plain 
neſs of the Order, and for that th 
Rules be few and eaſie. 

And whereas heretofore the 
hath been great diverſity in ſayin
